The substance of the Telephonic Interview of December 7, 2004 was as follows: 
Mr. McCarthy informed the Examiner that the Notice of Abandonment mailed August 
23, 2004 was in error because an After-Final Amendment, placing the application in 
condition for allowance, was mailed February 10, 2004. The Examiner noted that the 
Office failed to process this amendment. It was agreed that the After-Final Amendment 
placed the application in prima facie condition for allowance, but that there was an issue 
concerning whether claim 18 satisfied the enablement requirements of 35 U.S.C. 112, 
first paragraph. Mr. McCarthy authorized the Examiner to cancel claim 18 in order to 
overcome this issue and expedite prosecution.
